—Advice 
has been received at tho Government 
House that Lord Dufferiu will start for 
Manitoba on July 2.">tli. 

The "Free Press" publishes this 
evening a telegrum from its Ottawa 
correspondent, stating thatM. Cauchou 
had received a petition from tho En- 
glish andFrench residents of Manitoba, 
urging him to accopt the Lieutenant- 
Governorship. The same p tper edit- 
orially ridicules tho statement, declar- 
ing that a largo majority of tho popu- 
lation are opposed to such appoint- 
ment, and the English-speaking resi- 
dents unanimously condemn it. 

B.uusiE.May 28.— Yesterday evening, 
between six and seven o'clock, from 
information received, Chief Constable 
Rogers, accompanied by constable 
Frank Rogers, proceeded in a buggy 
to tho house of a man named Munro, 
living at Kempenfelclt, about ouo milo 
from Barrie, and arrested bis eldest 
daughter, Mary Jane .Munroe, twenty 
years old, and charged her with the 
Clime of murder. Ou bearing the 
charge the prisoner swooned away, and 
continued in that stato for a long 
time. Fully one hour elapsed before 
the constables were enabled to drive 
hor to Barrio gaol. Great sympathy 
is folt for :be parents of tho prisoner, 
who are respectable, elderly people, 
and who not being a ware of tho cir- 
cumstances, feel the disgrace very 
much. Chief Constable Rogers on 
searching tho prisoner's box discover- 
ed a check shawl, a part of which had 
beon torn off and was found bound 
round tho body of tho deceased infant. 
The reputed father of months past 
carried ou tho business of a hotel-keep- 
er- Tho prisoner was in his employ- 
ment for some time. At tho timo of 
his leaving Barrie ho made a somewhat 
speedy exit. 

Belleville, May 29.— Glenn, the 
Rawdon poisoner, is reported to bo in 
tho woods near Blairton, fully armed, 
and no ono can bo found bold enough 
to attempt'to take him. 

Montreal, May 28 — The directors of 
tho Merchants' Bank have decided not to 
pav a dividend this half-year, the investi- 
gation into affairs by the Advisory Com- 
mittee not being yet completed.

Mr. E. J. Reed, M, P., speakiug t>t 
a meeting of tho Royal Colonial Insti- 
tutiou, advocatod tho establishment of | 
a naval station and dockyard iu tho 
Southern Seas, and said ho believed 
that tho colonies would take au import- 
ant part iu tho establishment of such a 
station. ' . 

Oastiebar, in County Mayo, objects 
soriously to tho export of potatoes. 
Tho "Forestallors," as tho purchasers 
for export are termed, are watched, 
and if a purchase is made, tho bags aro 
immediately cut, and tho potatoes 
scattered about. Tho railway stations 
are also watched to prevent tho export 
of potatoes. Tho result of these pro- 
ceedings has boon to reduce tho price 
from Gd to -id per stone. 

The importance of being clear in tho

Wiilott, being the Vicar's name. Mr. 
Willett promptly refused to baptise it 
in that name, saying that they wore 
assuming his name, and asking if thoy 
could not tiud another. Receiving a 
negative answer, he poured some water 
on the child's head, naming it George 
Whito, that being tho namo of the 
young woman's father. Upon this 
Georgo Whito remonstrated, and caus- 
ing some little disturbance, ho was ex- 
pelled from tho church bv Colonel 
Bagnall, ex-High Sheriff of Stafford- 
shire, and father-in-law of Mi*. Willett. 
About 8,000 people had assembled to 
witness the proceedings, tho church, 
tho churchyard, and the streets iu the 
neighbourhood being crowded. A 
largo body of police were iu attendance 
to keep order. It is stated that legal 
proceedings will bo taken against tho 
vicar. 

The Rev. Henry Macdougall, rector 
of St. Michael's parish, Stamford, hav- 
ing twice since Eastor administered 
the Sacrament of tho Lord's Supper 
in his church with uufenueuted wine, 
received a communication from the 
Bishop of Lincoln prohibiting him 
from repeating tho practice. 

Tho Liverpool "Courier" says tho 
estate of the late Mr. John Pemberton 
Heywcud, head of tho banking firm of 
Arthur Heywood, Sons & Co., who 
die 1 a few days ago, will be proved 
under two milions and a half sterling. 
He left no children, and tho bulk of 
his property will go to bis nearest re- 
latives. Mr. Robertson Gladstone re- 
ceives a bequest iu money and the re- 
version of tlio Norris-Green estaco ou 
the death of Mrs. Heywood. Mr. Ar- 
thur T. Lonsdale, nephew of tho do- 
ceased, receives tlio magnificent be- 
quest of o-ne million sterling, tho re- 
version of tho Cloverloy Hall estato, 
and be is also constituted residuary le- 
gatee. 

Mr. Albert Grant has written a letter 
intimating his intention to offer him- 
self for tho representation of Kidder- 
minster. "A small and malignant 
section' of Radicals," ho writes, "aro 
uneasy as the time approaches for re- 
suming his political connection with 
tho place, but tried friends on two 
former occasions will, bo believes, as- 
sist him in taking tho only worthy re- 
venge by placing him at the top of the 
poll."

THE DRY DOCK. 



We feel certnin that no man having tho 
intercut of tbo country at heart would 
counsel tho Government to follow tho ill 
example of their predecessorti and lush 
heedlessly nnd recklessly into debt to con- 
struct, after Imperial plans, a drydock at 
Esquiniult that is intended for the accom- 
modation of Imperial ships. Tho Pro- 
vince has had quito enough of such work 
in tho past, and it is high time that an 
"acoount of stock" were had beforo any 
further stops iu tho samo direction are 
taken. Wo showed, tho other day, that 
the former Government incurred liabili- 
ties exceeding in amount §150,000 and 
gave outa S50.000 contract for a cofferdam 
before thoy had oven opeued negotiations 
for tho purobaso of tho site on which tho 
dock was to bo located. Thoy actually 
disposed of tho property of a num- 
ber of individuals beforo they had 
opened negotiations with those iudivi 
duals for tho transfer of tho proporty. 
Was not that a stupendous piece of folly, 
which only men ignorant of tho common- 
est business rules would be guilty of 
perpetrating? But silly us this act up 
pears it sinks away out of sight when 
conpared with tho policy of the bame Gov- 
ernment when Mr. Wulkem bought the 
cement and ordered tho machinery in Lon- 
don. At the time Mr. Walkem went to 
London a doubt b~'> been cast upon the 
naturo of tho Drop -o " vdvaiice of $250,- 
O00 by tho Doxeul Government for 
dock purposes. A spirited controversy 
on tho subject was in progress. Mr. Tilley 
and Mr. Laugevin (who wero membors of 
the Macdonald Ministry) had certified 
that tho advanco was in the naturo of a 
free gift. Mr. Mackenzie — backed by 
. Auditor-General Langtou— was equally 
confident that tho advance was in tho na- 
ture of a loan. Mr. Walkem knew in 
1874: that this difference of opinion pre- 
vailed. He know, too, that thoro was 
littlo or no probability of Government 
drafts on Cauuda being honored boforo a 
perfect understanding was arrived at. 
But the general elections wero coming 
on, and a splurge must be made to carry 
Esquimalt and Victoria. Therefore, he 
did not hesitate to buy 700 tons of cement 
and order 835,000 worth of machin- 
ery two yours before there would 
bo occasion, under tbo most favor- 
able stato of things, for tho use 
of either. When the Government met 
tbo Houso in 1875, they wero enabled to 
report considerable progress on the dock, 
if tho heavy purchases of cement and ma- 
ohinory can bo so classed. But Mr. Wal- 
kem, wheu questioned by Mr. Bobsou, 
who then represented Nanaimo, as to the 
nature of the Canadian advanco was forc- 
ed to admit that it was dubious; 
yet ho refused to send an official 
telegram of inquiry to Canada. Mr 
Robson thereupon telegraphed to Ottawa 
for information and received an answer 
from tho Canndian Premier that the ad 
vance was to be a loan. Mr. Bobort Smith 
of Yale was also numbered amonget the 
doubtful Thomases on that occasion. Like 
the youth who went to the Circumloution 
Oflica he "wanted to know, you know," 
beforo voting §150,000 in the Estimates 
for dock purposes. What was Mr. Wal- 
kem's announced policy ? He proposed to 
go ahead and expend §10,000 on tho work 
and then draw for that amount on Cana- 
da; and thus ascertain the true naturo of 
tho advance. Such was tho drydock pol- 
icy of the Walkem Government; and it 
was faithfully followed with this excep- 
tion—they expended a sum fifteen times 
in excess of the proposed §10,000 beforo 
they accepted "uo" for an answer from 
the Dominion Government. But that is 
a weakness of tho Walkeuiites, They al- 
ways run a race with the Sheriff. Whether 
they gamble in stocks on California slruet 
or deal with Government funds at Vic- 
toria, they aro alike reckless as to eon.se- 
quencos and rosults. 

It is clear from tho foregoing that tho 
late Government were not led into mak- 
ing extravagant contracts and purchases 
on dock account through the breach of 
faith of Mr. Mackenzie As wo have 
shown— and can verify by official docu- 
ments — tho doubt existed beforo Mr. Wal- 
kem went to London. It follows, there- 
fore, that Mr. Walkem in doing his shop- 
ping in England did not rely on tho pro- 
miso of tho Macdonald Government to 
mako a freo gift of the S250,000 to tho 
Province. What he bought on thutmeni- 
orablo occasion was with the view of in- 
fluencing the general elections. Mr. 
Fisher, member for Esquirnalt, when ad- 
dr^Ksing the people of his district from 
tho Hustinga, warned them that tho cof- 
ferdam contract was "a mockery, a delu- 
sion and a snare," and that tho then Gov- 
ernment would not build it. His words 
were prophetic. That Government gavo 
out the contract fur the dam in August, 
and loft offico in tho following February 
without having made tho slightest pro 
gross upon tho woik. Thoy had not oven 
purchased ttio site for tho dock! 

Tho pto;-eot Dominion Government 
have not carried out the pledge of their 
predecessors to givu tho I'rovineo 8260,- 
000 for the dock in lieu of tho ton years' 
guarantee of interest, as promised in tho 
Terms of Union; but when wo are told 
that tho Provincial Government wero led 
into expenditure by tho bad faith of tho 
Dominion Government, we reply that the 
reports of debates in tho Local Houso and 
tbo sessional papers tell a d : fferont story. 
That tho money was distinctly promised 
as a gift to tho Province thoro is now no 
room for doubt, but Mr. Walkem know 
too well that Mr. Mackenzie had very 
grave doubts on tho subject, and ho 
should have paused beforo incurring any 
liabilities in London, Tho case of the 
Provinco is as clear as noonday; and oven 
jf doubts still existed tho fact that tho 
work is National and not Provincial in its 
character would settle the point in favor 
of tho Province. Is it not monstrous to 
ask that British Columbia, which owns 
no seagoing ships, should pay almost tho 
entire cost of a dock that id to bo built 
after Imperial designs for tho accommo- 
dation of tho largest ohms of Imperial war 
ships, whilst Canada, tho third largest 
mercantile murine owner in tho world, 
declines to contribute a single ponuy ? 
The Walkem Government made 
n stupid bargain with Great Britain. 
They should have offered the sito for tho 
dock (which was all Great Britain had a 
right toexnoct from its) and left Groat 
Britain to build tho dock and discuss the 
nature of tiio Canadian advance. As tho 
matter now stands tho Province has tho 
.site, 700 tons of cemont, tho pumping 
machinery and a cofferdam, all of which 



sho would doubtless gladly surrender to 
Great Britain if that power will take in 
hand and push to completion a work 
which Capt. Colomb, in his rocont paper 
read boforo tho Boyal Colonal Institute, 
declears is an '.'Imperial necessity." 

But wo submit that the sublime hoight 
of Folly would bo scaled should this Gov- 
ernment follow in tho footsteps of their 
predecessors and involve tho country still 
further in tho meshes of debt aud taxa- 
tion. A month or two ago tho Opposi- 
tion organs wero heard to complain and 
protest because a light tax was imposed 
to meet the interest of tho debt incurred 
by tho Wnlkom Government. Now thoy 
urgo tho Govornment to launch into un- 
heard of extravagance and complete a work 
that was begun in Governmental duplici- 
ty and may yotend iu public bankruptcy. 
Talk about taxation! If the advice of tho 
Opposition wero followed in respect of 
tho drydock tax collectors would cover 
tho laud as tho plague of locusts cover- 
ed Egypt; and thoy would leave in their 
train a condition of ruin and misery scarce- 
ly exceeded by tho wild sweep of a band 
of Turkish Bashi-Bazonks through a 
Christian village. For the public may 
depend that taxation of real aud personal 
property would have to bo quadrupled if 
British Columbia should attempt unaided 
to build tho drydock. Not a foot of land, 
a stick, a stono, a valuable of any descrip- 
tion would then claim exemption. If the 
people waut tho drydock built by tho 
Provinco at largo they can have it; hut wo 
warn them that they will have to pay for 
it ; and tho quartor of tho Province on 
which the taxation will fall most heavily 
need not bo indicated. Iu a futnro arti- 
cle we shall point out what we conceive 
should bo the lino of policy adopted by 
tho Government with respect to this great 
undertaking.

EUROPE. 

Constantinople, Juno 11, — Tho Tur- 
kish Minister at Athens has cortniuly re- 
ceived a dispatch ordering him to ssk for 
an explanation of war preparations. The 
dispatch, however, has not yet been pre- 
sented to tho Greek Cabinet. 

A corps of Montenegrin troops isolated 
from the main body was surprised by a 
body of Turks numbering 2000, and a ter- 
rilic engagement followed. The Montene- 
grin corps weio completely exterminated. 

Loneon, J nne 11 — At a banquet of tho 
Merchant Tailors' School, last evening, 
Lords Derby and Salisbury made speeches 
in which they assumed a remarkably pa- 
cific tone. The Marquis of Salisbury said: 
"I am, for myself, far from sharing n?auy 
of the apprehensions which I hoar around 
me. It may be our duty, in possible con- 
tingencies, to put forth our etrongth to 
defend indirect interests; but when I say 
this I would recommend, when anyone 
comes to you with a tale of indirect inter- 
ests being threatened, to cross-examine 
them bofure you believe thoir statement. 
Caution, extra caution is necessary before 
the Government risks wealth, prosperity 
and freedom and breaks tho peace of tho 
world, not in the pursuit of real honor, 
but for a theory and a dream. It has gen- 
oi ally been acknowledged to bo maduoss 
to go to war for any idea; but if anything 
it is more unsatisfactory to go to war 
against a nightmare. I will not say that 
wo have an enemy. Although it is gener- 
ally supposed that this war has been con- 
certed against English interests, I believe 
it may bo looked at in another light. Be 
steadfast and calm. Do not mistake panic 
for real danger, or phantoms for reality; 
but if real danger arises— if our interests 
are threatened, wo will effectually defend 
them at any cost." 

Lord Derby said ho could only repeat 
the Marquis of Salisbury's excellent ar- 
guments. After all wo must remember 
this, that tho greatest of all British in- 
terests is the interest of peaco.

London, June 12. -Ex President Grant's 
name is not on tho list of names of per- 
sons who aro to receive honorary degrees, 
from Oxford University. 

London, June 13 — The steamship Spain 
from New York for Liverpool passed 
Crook Haven at six this morning, having 
in tow tho disabled sknmsliip City of Bor- 
lin, from New York for Liverpool. 

L.ONLON, June 13. — A Turkish detach- 
ment has entered tho Russian district of 
Achalicb and threatens Russian commu- 
nication with Ardahan. Should the .Tur- 
kish commander biioeoed, victualling the 
Russian armies will bo vory difficult. On 
the approach of three flying columns sont 
by Mukhtar Pasha against the Russian 
right wing, tho Russians not only evacti-. 
ated Olti but Pennck, at tho foot of tho 
pass over Kanly range, loading to Ardshar. 
Both Obi and Pennok wore re-occupied 
by the Turks, who also wont in pursuit of 
the Russians. 

Chicago, Juno 13.— Tho IVilnine'n Bu- 
charest correspondent has soon a privato 
letter from a high Russian official at St. 
Petersburg to one of tho Grand Diike's 
Rtaff protesting earnestly ana with great 
biilerness against the idea that tho Cuar 
will make peace and evoouate Roumania. 
He considers it a great ignominy which 
the Russian people would not tolorato. 
It adds that tho Czar before he left .the 
capital personally informed the writer 
that tho Russian new Era of Conquest 
had begun. 

London, Juno 13.— -Speeches of Darby 
and Salisbury last night caused much in- 
terest. Derby's views can hardly bo 
gathered from his speech; but his feeling 
is doubtlessly inclined rathor toward 
peaco than war. The war party's solo 
and constant argument is that England 
cannot remain quiet now that hor com- 
mercial interests are threatened. A divi- 
sion of tho country into two now parties 
on war issues is not improbable, Tho 
Radicals present a determined front and 
are outspoken and vehement, but cannot 
prevail in Parliament at present. 

Tho Sultan has ordered special praiso 
services at St. Sophia on account of news 
of Turkish recapture of Olti and tho de- 
feat at Pennck of tho Russians,. Foreign- 
ers distrust the news, Tho above is not 
from the iiuniediafo scene of operations 
aiid previous dispatches slated Russians 
wero withdrawing in tho direction ol Er- 
zeroum in order to prosecute tho siego of 
Kars, reduce it and keep their roar from 
attack.

Colbobnb, Out., June 1. — The body 
of a school toucher naniod Miss Wiulo, 
19 years of age, a young lady noted iu 
the neighborhood for her beauty nnd 
of highly respectable parentage, was 
found burned in tlio woods near this 
place yesterday. She had been inti- 
mate with a young man named Mal- 
lory by whom slio was four months 
"enciente." On Friday night they 
wero seen driving out of town in a 
buggy, after which nothing was hoard 
of MissWade till her body was discov- 
ered. An inquest and a 'post mortem' 
examininntion was held. From the 
evidence it would appear that when 
it was found that she was "enciente" 
she was induced to visit an old man 
named Smith, who bears the reputa- 
tion of being one of tho detestable 
medical specialists who are resorted to 
in tiuch cases. Ho had apparently 
tried inocliniiicnl appliances several 
times, but had failed. One of his at- 
tempts appears to have been made a 
week ago last Tuesday, as a Mrs. Mil- 
ler stated in evidouco that on Friday 
evening — that on which Miss Wade 
was noticed driving with Mallory. It 
further appears from tho evidence that 
on Friday evening, after her drive 
with Mallory, a man named Welton, 
an intimate friend and a near relative 
of Mallory, was noticed driving in tho 
direction of Grafton with a young lady. 
Though the latter has not been posi- 
tively identified as Miss Wade, tho 
evidence of several witnesses as to hor 
dross, &o. , goes to show almast con- 
clusively that it was sho. Tho same 
ovening about nine Mallory was seen 
in Castleton, and about onoo'olaek the 
next morning ho woke his father and 
told hipi tliat ho had got into a scrape. 
Tho result of the "postmortem" exam- 
ination has not yet transpired, but tho 
general theory is that repeated at- 
tempts to procure an abortion having 
failed, tho young woman \va3 induced 
to go to the woods and was there de- 
liberately murdered, thero being, it ia 
said, several marks of violence on the 
head, faoQ, and neck.
